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New  Designation  for  Separate  Shipping  Lists 


As  of  August  16,  1993,  separate  shipping  lists  are  designated  as  such  with  a  letter  "S"  at 
the  end  of  the  number,  i.e.  93-0458-S. 

Separates  are  documents  in  paper  format  that  will  not  fit  into  the  standard  shipping 
boxes.  In  the  past,  these  separate  shipping  lists  were  numbered  in  the  same  sequence  as 
paper  shipping  lists,  i.e.  93-0425-P  (paper);  93-0426-P  (separate);  93-0427-P  (paper),  etc. 

GPO's  Library  Programs  Service  distributes  Federal  publications  to  depository  libraries 
in  several  formats:  paper,  microfiche,  and  electronic  (primarily  compact  disc). 

For  each  type  of  material,  numbered  shipping  lists  are  prepared.  The  first  part  of  the 
number  represents  the  year.  A  hyphen  and  a  consecutive  number  are  followed  by  another 
hyphen  and  the  letter  designating  the  type  of  material  contained  in  the  shipping  list,  i.e.  93- 
476-P.  Designation  letters  in  use  are:  P  for  paper,  M  for  microfiche,  E  for  electronic,  and 
now  S,  for  separates. 

The  new  designation  for  separates  was  required  by  a  change  from  manual  (typewriter)  to 
automated  (PC)  production  of  the  separate  shipping  lists. 

For  the  remainder  of  1993,  paper  and  separate  shipping  lists  will  continue  to  share  the 
same  numerical  sequence,  i.e.  93-0457-P,  93-0458-S.  93-0459-P,  etc.  Beginning  in  January 
1994,  however,  paper  and  separate  shipping  lists  will  be  numbered  separately,  as  is  currently 
the  case  with  paper,  microfiche,  and  electronic  shipping  lists.  Each  sequence  will  commence 
with  the  number  1,  i.e.:

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The  number  0471  was  inadvertently  applied  to  a  paper  shipping  list  as  well:  93-0471 -P. 
Neither  shipping  list  number  will  be  corrected,  however,  as  they  are  distinquished  from  each 
other  by  the  letter  designations. 

Another  change  in  the  separate  shipping  lists  is  that  package  numbers  will  no  longer  be 
shown  for  each  separate  package.  However,  the  total  number  of  separate  packages  in  a 
shipment  will  still  be  indicated. 


Please  Claim  Core  List  Titles  Only 

[T}\e  following  announcement  was  sent  to  all  depositories  on  August  20,  1993.] 

New  guidelines  for  claiming  documents  have  been  in  effect  since  March  1,  1993,  when 
the  Library  Programs  Service  announced  a  new  claims  policy  in  Administrative  Notes  (v.  14, 
#5,  2/28/93).  The  policy  established  a  "core  list"  of  titles  that  could  be  claimed  through 
LPS.  An  update  to  the  list  appeared  in  the  April  15,  1993  issue  of  Administrative  Notes  (v. 
14,  #8). 

Many  libraries  are  still  claiming  titles  that  are  not  on  the  claims  core  list. 

LPS  treats  claims  that  do  not  follow  the  policy  as  invalid  and  returns  them  to  the 
originating  libraries.  Determining  invalid  claims  and  returning  them  uses  up  scarce  LPS  staff 
resources  needlessly. 

We  have  made  some  procedural  changes  in  our  Claims  Section  that  will  allow  us  to  more 
accurately  and  efficiently  fulfill  your  claims.  We  will  honor  all  requests  for  claims 
core  list  titles  up  to  the  limit  indicated  in  the  claims  policy  statement  in  the  February  28, 
1993  Administrative  Notes. 

But  in  order  for  the  claims  policy  to  be  successful,  we  need  your  cooperation.  Please 
review  the  new  claims  policy  and  claim  core  list  titles  only.

5.  For  microfiche,  send  a  printout  of  the  cover  page,  rather  than  a  photocopy  of  the 
microfiche  header. 

6.  If  you  can't  send  a  printout  of  the  microfiche  cover  page,  send  us  all  the 
identifying  information  from  the  cover  page. 

Documentation  is  especially  important  when  reporting  that  the  same  classification  number 
has  been  assigned  to  two  titles.  Please  send  the  complete  documentation  on  both  titles. 

Remember,  GPO  does  not  have  a  documents  collection,  and  our  staff  cannot  retrieve 
documents  to  solve  classification  or  cataloging  problems.  We  rely  entirely  on  the  information 
supplied  by  you!  We  can  respond  to  your  inquiries  much  faster  if  we  have  all  the  needed 
information  on  the  inquiry  form.

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Rationale 

The  above  configuration  provides  ample  resources  to  handle  multiple  software  and  CD-ROM 
retrieval  packages,  yet  is  available  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Current  486DX  prices  are  only 
slightly  higher  than  for  the  486SX  or  386DX  computers.  The  ability  to  run  32  bit  specific 
software  in  a  graphical  environment  is  desirable.  Selection  of  the  high  end  options  mentioned 
in  these  specifications  will  help  to  delay  the  onset  of  obsolescence.  The  available  system 
memory  can  be  better  utilized  by  a  variety  of  software.  The  software  recommendations 
should  permit  the  use  of  most  anticipated  government  produced  products.  Microsoft 
Windows  3.1  software  is  also  easily  supported  by  this  configuration.  Availability  of  both 
common  floppy  disk  formats  would  accommodate  all  distributed  disk  formats  and  prevent 
urmecessary  disk-to-disk  transfers. 

While  this  configuration  should  prove  satisfactory,  it  in  no  way  suggests  that  a 
configuration  superior  to  this  should  not  be  considered  if  affordable.  The  speed  at  which 
the  computer  industr>'  changes  dictates  that  flexibility  is  a  desirable  quality  in  any  hardware 
and  software  purchases.  Systems  which  are  more  than  adequate  today  are  obsolete 
tomorrow.
